FOLLOWING a few negative 
comments at the end of last sca- 
son, I had not expected that we 
would sell 1,000 season tickets 
in the first seven. days of the 
1996/97 tickets going on sale to 
existing season ticket holders. 

We also had not expected there 
to be such a, high demand for the 
best seats in the new 5,000-seater 
Woodlands Stand. More than 80 
per cent of season tickets sold in 
the first week of June were for the 
new stand’s upper and lower tiers. 

The interest in junior season 
tickets, from only £35 for all 23 
Nationwide Football League 
matches, has been immense, espe- 
cially as the price includes £10 
worth of membership of the Junior 
Blues Official Supporters Club. 

These tickets and the £40 junior- 
seat season tickets will only be 
available until 5.30pm tomorrow at 
Wanderers In Town in the Octagon 
Shopping Centre or by 5.15pm 
tonight from the Commercial 
Office at Adams Park. After this 
deadline, both increase by £5 to 
£40 and £45 respectively, which is 
still a remarkable buy. 

Children under eight must bc 
accompanied by an adult, but eight 
to 15-year-olds can bé unaccompa- 
nied, although the club would pre- 
fer eight to ll-vear-olds to be 
supervised by an adult if at all 
possible. 

I have been telling everybody for 
the last year that the seating canac- 
ity of the new stand will be 5,0Gu. Tt 
is only recently I discovered that 
this was not 100 per cent factual.
